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(446) LIBRARY ORGANIZATION 
IN BULGARIA

Since 9 September 1944, date of the people’s revolution, the State has paid 
great attention to libraries. Large sums are made available every year, to 
enable them to carry out their new tasks and to ensure their efficient working. 
Existing libraries have been developed and thousands of new libraries have 
been set up in towns and villages. The libraries fall into several different cate- 
gories, which are briefly described below. 


LIBRARIES COMING UNDER THE MINISTRY OF CULTURE 


A number of libraries come under the Ministry of Culture, forming a kind 
of network. These are: the Vassil Kolarov State Library (National Library) 
at Sofia, the Ivan Vasov State Library at Plovdiv (both directly responsible 
to the Ministry), and 17 State libraries situated in other towns (departmental, 
municipal, district and independent children’s libraries), all under the direc- 
tion of the councils of workers’ representatives. Among the central institutions 
directly responsible to the Ministry of Culture, mention should also be made 
of the Elin Pelin Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute and the State Institute 
for the training of librarians. 

The departmental libraries serve as central libraries in the chief departmental 
towns and in the departments. In accordance with the law on copyright 
deposit, they receive, free of charge, a copy of all printed works. They also 
serve as organizing centres for public libraries in the departments, regardless 
of the network to which such libraries belong. 


VASSIL KOLAROV STATE LIBRARY 


This library, the Bulgarian National Library, is a cultural institution holding 
a particularly important place in the library system of the People’s Republic 
of Bulgaria. It serves as the depository for the national stock of printed works, 
as an organizing centre for the other libraries in the country and as an institute 
for study and research. It was founded in 1878, immediately after the liberation 
of the country from Turkish rule, and its first collections consisted of gifts 
from Bulgarian patriots and Russian friends of Bulgaria. 

It was only after 9 September 1944 that the library really became a national 
library. To replace the old building, which was destroyed during the war, 
the People’s Government constructed for it in the centre of the capital a fine 
modern building, meeting all the requirements of an important library. This 
made it possible to set up some entirely new services, for instance, a bureau 
for library organization, a bibliographical section, a music section and infor- 
mation and photographic services, to name only the most important. It was

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also possible to expand the existing services and the specialized sections, such 
as the Archives of Bulgarian History Section, the Oriental Section, the section 
for manuscripts, ancient books and rare editions, the section for portraits, 
maps and prints, etc. 

In 1954, the library’s stock consisted of 550,000 volumes (200,000 volumes 
prior to g September 1944). In 1954, it was enriched by the private libraries 
of two statesmen and international leaders of the workers’ movement, Georgui 
Dimitrov and Vassil Kolarov; these two libraries added 32,000 valuable 
volumes to the existing collections. 

The library has rich collections of archives, ancient books and rare editions. 
The Archives of Bulgarian History Section contains more than 320,000 
documents bearing on the history of Bulgaria and the neighbouring countries. 
The Oriental Section possesses valuable Turkish archives (200,000 documents), 
as well as 3,000 Arabic, Persian and Turkish manuscripts, some of them from 
the twelfth century, and Turkish documents from the fifteenth to the nineteenth 
century. The Ancient Books Section houses 8,500 books published before the 
liberation of the country and a complete collection of the periodical publications 
of the same time, as well as manuscripts, the oldest of which date back to the 
twelfth century. 

The library takes appropriate steps to make known the valuable publications 
in its possession, and offers its readers a highly competent service adapted to 
their needs. In 1954, there were 20,285 registered readers, 211,118 entries 
were recorded and 470,000 books distributed. The library has a central 
service for international exchanges and loans, and is in constant touch with a 
large number of libraries throughout the world. 

It publishes a yearbook entitled Jzvestia na Darjavna Biblioteka ‘Vassil Kolarov’ 
and documentary collections compiled by its specialized sections, as well 
as a monthly periodical Bibliotekar and a bulletin for libraries. 


THE IVAN VASOV STATE LIBRARY 


This library, at Plovdiv, is the second in importance of the State libraries. 
It was founded in 1879, also through the help of Russian friends of the Bulga- 
rian people, and now possesses more than 300,000 volumes. Special mention 
should be made of its very complete collection of Bulgarian periodicals. The 
library also houses rare editions, ancient books and archives.

PUBLIC READING ROOMS (C€ITALISTA) 


These reading rooms, founded by cultured Bulgarians during Turkish rule— 
the first were established at Lom, Svishtov and Shumen in 1856—have become 
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veritable centres of culture and instruction. Since the country’s liberation, 
they have considerably increased in number, especially in the villages, where 
they play a particularly important part in serving the entire population of a 
village or rural district. At present, Bulgaria possesses 4,321 public reading 
rooms (4,091 of which are situated in the villages) with a total stock of more 
than 3,600,000 volumes. One of the main tasks of the reading rooms today 
is to supply books to members of the agricultural co-operatives, the tractor 
stations and the entire rural population (children and adults). 


LIBRARIES OF THE PROFESSIONAL UNIONS 


These libraries are organized in State plants, factories, tractor stations and 
farms. They are designed to contribute to the ideological, political and cultural 
development of workers and office employees and their families. The number 
of these libraries increased from 63 (with a total stock of 1,800 volumes) in 
1944 to 3,706 (with a total stock of 1,800,000 volumes) in 1954. 

The State contributes on a substantial scale to the development of these 
professional libraries, so as to enable them to be active agencies in raising the 
cultural level of the workers. 


LIBRARIES DEPENDENT ON THE MINISTRY OF EDUCATION 


This network of libraries consists mainly of school libraries. They number more 
than 6,500 and have a total stock of 2,500,000 volumes. All school libraries 
are amply provided with educational publications. 


LIBRARIES ATTACHED TO ESTABLISHMENTS OF HIGHER LEARNING 


There are 20 establishments of higher learning with 42 faculties and 150 
branches of specialized studies. These establishments possess 13 central libraries, 
as well as numerous libraries attached to faculties, chairs and institutes. These 
libraries are intended for teachers and students, and also provide bibliographi- 
cal information. They have a total stock of 1,000,000 volumes. 

Of the libraries in this category, the richest and best organized is that of 
Sofia University. Founded in 1888, at the same time as the University itself, 
it now has 450,000 volumes. As a central library, it is responsible for the 
acquisitions and organization of the 26 libraries attached to the University’s 
faculties, chairs and seminars.

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LIBRARIES OF THE BULGARIAN ACADEMY OF SCIENCES 


The Central Library of the Bulgarian Academy of Sciences originated with 
the establishment of the Society of Letters (Knijovno drujestvo) at Braila 
(Rumania) in 1869. The Library at present possesses more than 150,000 
volumes, and the 35 libraries of the Academy’s scientific research institutes 
are well supplied with the special publications needed for their work. 


ORGANIZATION OF BIBLIOGRAPHICAL WORK 


Foremost among the institutes and libraries concerned with bibliographical 
work are the Elin Pelin Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute (founded in 1941) 
and the Vassil Kolarov State Library. 

The Elin Pelin Institute, which was reorganized in 1953, performs all the 
functions of a ‘house of books’ (as does the Kniznaja Palata in Moscow), 
the most important of them being the publication of the national bibliography, 
in which all the publications and other printed material appearing in the 
country are listed. Under the law on copyright deposit, the Bulgarian Biblio- 
graphical Institute receives 16 copies of every publication, which it distributes 
among various institutes and libraries; on this basis it establishes a complete 
record of all printed works. It publishes Bulgarski knigopis, a monthly bulletin 
containing a list of the publications, books and periodicals deposited in 
accordance with the Copyright Law (this bulletin was published by the Natio- 
nal Library from 1897 to 31 December 1952); Letopis na periodiénia petat, 
a monthly list of the articles published in reviews and journals; a yearbook; 
and certain bibliographical studies. 

The Institute is engaged in completing a general retrospective bibliography, 
and each year it collects and publishes detailed statistics concerning Bulgaria’s 
production of printed works. 

The Vassil Kolarov State Library issues bibliographies of publications 
recommended for use by State and public libraries. 

Bibliographies are also published by the Central Library of the Bulgarian 
Academy of Sciences, the Research Bureau of the Bulgarian Communist Party 
at Sofia, the University Library and the Central Council of the Professional 
Unions. 


TRAINING OF LIBRARIANS 


In 1950, the Ministry of Culture opened a special institute for the training 
of librarians. The training lasts for two years. Every year the institute is 
attended by some fifty young students of both sexes, who intend to become 
librarians in the State and public libraries. 

Before the foundation of this institute, librarians were trained in special 
classes organized under the auspices of the Vassil Kolarov State Library, 
the Elin Pelin Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute, the public reading rooms 
and the professional unions. 

Since the year 1953-54, a special Chair of Librarianship and Bibliography 
has been established in the Faculty of Philosophy and History at Sofia Univer- 
sity. Studies are of four years’ duration. 

In the near future, librarianship and bibliography will also be taught at 
the secondary and university levels. 


(447) UNESCO PROGRAMME FOR 
THE TRANSLATION OF REPRESENTATIVE 
LITERARY WORKS 


Unesco endeavours to encourage and facilitate translation into the major 
languages of books which may be regarded as representative of the spirit of the 
various cultures of mankind. It hopes thereby to contribute to mutual under- 
standing among the nations by rendering the masterpieces of many different 
literatures generally accessible. For this reason it is helping to put into the 
market translations for which a private publisher might hesitate to undertake 
responsibility, either because of the difficulty and cost of translation or because 
it is probable that sales will be small and slow. 


ARABIC AND LATIN AMERICAN LITERATURES 


In accordance with a recommendation of the United Nations General Assem- 
bly at its first session (December 1946), this project has figured in the Unesco 
programme since 1948. At first it was limited to translations to and from the 
Arabic (see Bulletin, vol. VI, no. 2-3, item 70). In 1949 it was extended to 
include the literatures of Latin America. Unesco has received the co-operation 
of the Organization of American States (OAS) in this matter, and the two 
institutions have thereby found it possible to draw up a joint overall plan for 
the several literatures of Latin America. Unesco looks after French translation 
and publication, while the OAS is responsible for the translation and publica- 
tion of the same works in English in a parallel series. 


PERSIAN AND ITALIAN LITERATURES 


The Unesco General Conference decided in 1950 to extend the translation 
programme to works of Persian and Italian literature. In the case of the former, 
an agreement concluded with the University of Teheran has made it possible 
to include among the publications of that body translations of representative 
works of the Western literatures and, conversely, to publish, under the joint 
patronage of the University and of Unesco, French and English translations 
of the masterpieces of Persian literature. 


ASIAN LITERATURES 


Finally it was decided in 1952 to include in the programme the literatures of 
Asia, in particular of India, China and Japan. 

Unfortunately, the Secretariat’s activity in this matter is limited both by 
the inadequacy of its budget and by the shortage of competent translators. 
Nevertheless, certain countries which are particularly anxious to aid Unesco 
in this task are giving financial backing to the translation and publication of 
the masterpieces of their respective literatures, while a number of learned 
institutions are making the services of the most eminent specialists available 
to the Secretariat. 


CHOICE OF BOOKS TO BE TRANSLATED 


The choice of books to be translated is not made arbitrarily. The Unesco 
National Commissions—or any other competent bodies in the countries con- 
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cerned—are first requested to draw up lists of the most representative works 
of their national literatures. These lists are then examined and amended by a 
committee of experts appointed by the International Council for Philosophy 
and Humanistic Studies. This committee has the further task of recommending 
qualified translators and revisers, for each translation is subjected to revision 
in order to ensure its fidelity and literary quality. 

As from 1 June 1955, translations published under the auspices of Unesco 
or undertaken in virtue of agreements concluded with it were made into 
five languages: Arabic, English, French, Persian and Spanish. The original 
works translated were drawn from 22 literatures: Arabic, Argentinian, Bengali, 
Bolivian, Brazilian, Chinese, Colombian, Cuban, Dominican, English, French, 
German, Hindi, Italian, Japanese, Mexican, Persian, Punjabi, Sanskrit, Thai, 
Spanish and Uruguayan.

TRANSLATIONS OF WORKS 
BY CONTEMPORARY AUTHORS 


In addition, Unesco is endeavouring to have translated into the major lan- 
guages contemporary works written in languages which are less widely spoken 
or studied. These works are selected by the Secretariat from a list drawn up 
and presented by the International PEN Club after consultation with the 
PEN Club’s local branches. In 1954 the selection was made from the Oriental 
literatures. The work chosen were the following: Aikyo, by Osaragi Jiro 
(Japan); Yukiguni, by Kawabata Yasunari (Japan); and Once upon a time by 
Jamalzade (Iran). 

In 1955 and 1956 the PEN Club will present works in some of the less 
widely spoken European languages. 


(448) INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS 
OF NATIONAL LIBRARIES, CUBA 


The Governing Board of the Biblioteca Nacional José Marti, Cuba, is organ- 
izing, in co-operation with Unesco’s Regional Office in the Western Hemis- 
phere, an International Congress of National Libraries, to take place at Havana 
in January 1956. The Congress will be held in connexion with the celebrations 
to commemorate the inauguration of the new buildings of the Cuban National 
Library. The Congress will honour the memory of José Marti, after whom the 
Library has been named. It will prepare a draft work plan for the Cuban 
National Library which will be of use also to other national libraries of 
Latin America. 

To give the meeting a truly international character and to assemble qualified 
experts on the subject, invitations to attend have been addressed to the Director- 
General of Unesco, the Secretary-General of the Organization of American 
States, the Head of Unesco’s Libraries Division (Mr. Edward J. Carter), 
the Director of the Columbus Memorial Library of the Pan-American Union 
‘Mr. A. Gropp), and all the directors of American national libraries, as well 
as to experts chosen from among outstanding librarians in Europe, Asia and 
America. 

The Organizing Committee, presided over by Dr. A. M. Eligio de la Puente, 
secretary of the Governing Board of the Cuban National Library, has drawn 
up, in co-operation with Unesco’s Regional Office, the following agenda:

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1. The duties and responsibilities of national libraries at the present time 
(types of services, considered from the national and international stand- 
points; objectivity of the services, with regard to the supply of information; 
results obtained in this matter at the International Congress of Libraries 
and Documentation Centres, Brussels, September 1955). 

2. History of the Biblioteca Nacional José Marti, its present organization, 
and changes to be made in its basic structure. 

3. Other services that could be entrusted to the Biblioteca Nacional José 
Marti (aspects of co-operation with the Cuban centre for the national and 
international exchange of publications; bibliographical documentation 
centre; centre for the photographic reproduction of documents; deposit 
library for purposes of copyright; headquarters of a network of public 
libraries covering the entire country). 

The Organizing Committee has asked various librarians to prepare basic 

papers for each of the above-mentioned topics of discussion. These papers will 

be distributed prior to the opening of the Congress, so that delegates will be 
sufficiently informed in advance to be able to work effectively on the various 
study committees. 

In accordance with the Rules of Procedure (copies of these and of the 
agenda may be obtained from Unesco’s Regional Office in the Western Hemis- 
phere, Apartado 1358, Havana, Cuba), the Organizing Committee will be 
glad to receive—in addition to the above-mentioned basic papers—other 
contributions, provided that they are related to the subjects of discussion. 
Papers may be presented in Spanish or English, as both will be regarded as 
working languages. 


(449) UNESCO ASSOCIATED 
LIBRARY PROJECTS 


In 1953 and 1954 Unesco established a system of associated projects by which 
selected public libraries and library schools were linked up (through Unesco) 
with each other and with related projects organized by Unesco (see Bulletin, 
vol. VII, no. 5-6, item 302). So far public libraries and library schools in 
Australia, Cuba, Egypt, Germany, India, Italy, Sweden and Switzerland 
have been accepted as associated projects. 

In 1955 and 1956 the range of this scheme is being extended to include 
national and academic libraries, bibliographical centres and national exchange 
centres. The scheme is intended primarily to help library projects engaged in 
pioneer work in countries where such services are greatly needed, and where 
the prestige of association with Unesco will assist them in obtaining increased 
local or national support. 

Unesco interest in such library projects is twofold: firstly, it wishes to obtain 
regular information about their work for distribution to librarians, govern- 
ment officials and educators who are facing similar problems in other Member 
States ; secondly, it wishes to aid their development by giving them, on request, 
such technical information and advice as are available at Unesco or can be 
obtained by Unesco. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ASSOCIATION 


Before a project can be formally recognized as an associated project, Unesco 
should receive a request for association from the Unesco National Commission 
or the government of the Member State concerned, together with a brief 
description of the project and an assurance that the necessary means are avail- 
able for its establishment and continued operation, independently of any 
assistance which may be requested from Unesco. 


SELECTION OF PROJECTS TO BE ASSOCIATED 


Unesco will carefully consider all requests from National Commissions or 
governments of Member States for the association of projects, but must 
reserve the right to accept or reject requests for association in the light of the 
following criteria: the extent to which the project demonstrates modern library 
methods and practices; the extent to which it is likely to give rise to similar 
activities in its own or in another country; its probable value in aiding similar 
institutions in other Unesco Member States; and the need for Unesco’s 
services of information and direct assistance in connexion with it. 


UNESCO’S CONTRIBUTION 


Unesco will provide all such associated projects, on request, with available 
Unesco library publications and reports; information and advice (inquiries 
that cannot be answered will be referred to other national or international 
agencies), and information and reports on progress achieved by other associa- 
ted library projects, Unesco pilot projects and associated projects in other 


fields. 
In addition, Unesco may arrange, in certain cases, through its Service for 
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the Exchange of Persons, for internships, scholarships or fellowships enabling 
librarians to study and train abroad in order to improve their qualifications 
for service to the project; obtain gifts of books and equipment through its 
voluntary assistance scheme, and arrange short visits by members of the Secre- 
tariat concerned with library development for discussion of project problems. 

Unesco may try, in exceptional cases, to interest governments or private 
agencies in other Member States in sending an expert for a specific period, 
to help the project authorities in developing their programme, in solving 
particular problems or in evaluating the work. Such experts—if their services 
could be obtained— would be provided either at the expense of the agencies 
or governments sending them or at the expense of the authorities responsible 
for the project. 

The selection of associated projects to which such special services may be 
given will be made by Unesco on the basis of the project’s importance and 
need and Unesco’s ability to help. Every effort will be made to meet requests, 
but in view of the many demands on Unesco’s limited resources and the dif- 
ficulties of obtaining contributions of experts’ services, books and equipment, 
no guarantee can be given with reference to the filing of requests. 

Library authorities and librarians interested in this programme should write 
to the Libraries Division of Unesco for a copy of Unesco associated library projects, 
which gives full details of the scheme. 


NECROLOGY 


It is with regret that we have to announce the death, on 27 June 1955, at the 
age of 57 years, of Mr. Arne J. Moller, Chief Librarian of Danmarks Tekniske 
Bibliotek in Copenhagen, and President of the International Federation for 
Documentation. Since the war Mr. Moller has taken an active interest in 
international library and documentation matters, and was for a short time 
Head of the Bibliographical Section of the Unesco Libraries Division. As 
President of the FID he has played a prominent part in bringing about a 
closer co-operation between the FID and Unesco. Mr. Moller leaves a 
widow and five sons. 


MICROREPRODUCTION 


(450) MICROFILMING OF BELGIAN HISTORICAL 
DOCUMENTS 


The Commission Interuniversitaire du Microfilm was established in Belgium 
in 1949 by the Fonds National de la Recherche Scientifique (FNRS) to prepare 
and carry out an extensive programme for the uiaien of historical or 
philological documents of particular importance to Belgian science at present 
preserved in foreign libraries or archives. The Commission, consisting of nine 
members, meets once or twice a year and decides which documents should be 
microfilmed. The Secretariat of the FNRS is then responsible for the imple- 
mentation of the programme; working under its authority, a small staff 
of specialists check, analyse and list the microfilms, which are produced under 
contract by the competent services abroad. 

Microfilms of important collections are reproduced in five copies which are 
deposited, in the case of archives, at the Archives Générales du Royaume 
in Brussels and the four Belgian universities and, in the case of philological 
documents, at the Royal Library and the four universities; the negative of 
every microfilm is deposited at the Royal Library. If documents are also of 
interest to neighbouring countries, they can obtain, on request, a positive 
microfilm copy at a reasonable price. The archives of the Netherlands have 
already taken advantage of this arrangement. 


DOCUMENTS PRESERVED IN FRENCH ARCHIVES 


Microfilm copies have been made of some 300,000 photographs of the registers 
of the Comptes de la Recette Générale des Finances and other documents 
(originating from Hainault, Brabant, Luxembourg and Flanders) concerning 
Belgian history housed in the French Departmental archives of Lille and Dijon. 

Films are subdivided into strips of 10 photographs. They are accompanied 
by a list, of which the original typed copy has been cut up, so as to serve as an 
index to the positive film which ts to go to the Archives Générales du Royaume. 
Each line of the list is attached to the strip of which it summarizes the contents. 
These strips, 25 cms in length, are filed in specially made files and are accessible 
to the public at the Archives Générales du Royaume. The list has been photo- 
copied ; it consists of five volumes which accompany the other positive copies 
of the documents; these copies are in the form of reels some 10 metres long; 
at the present time, there are five of them (one in each of the four universities 
and one in the Netherlands). 


DOCUMENTS PRESERVED IN AUSTRIAN ARCHIVES 


The second great task undertaken by the Commission Interuniversitaire du 
Microfilm is the microfilming of documents relating to the history of Belgium, 
preserved in various institutions in Vienna. As a result of a report drawn 
up by a young historian sent to Vienna for the purpose, it was decided to 
microfilm 600,000 documents relating to the fifteenth, sixteenth, severiteenth 
and eighteenth centuries, and also the Staatskanzlei grosse Correspondenz. This 
work is now being carried out; half the programme had been completed by 
1 February 1955. 
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DOCUMENTS PRESERVED IN SPANISH ARCHIVES 


The Commission also plans to microfilm documents relating to the history 
of the Netherlands, preserved in the Simancas Archives in Spain. 

Lastly, it has decided to microfilm manuscripts which used to belong to 
the Library of Burgundy and are now dispersed abroad; this collection of 
manuscripts is one of Belgium’s finest artistic treasures. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


The microfilming of less voluminous documents, of interest more particularly 
to specialists, is often undertaken at the request of research workers. These 
documents deal with different subjects: Greek, Buddhistic, Latin and Arabic 
manuscripts, old manuscript music, archives relating to modern history, etc. 
At the request of the Fonds National de la Recherche Scientifique, such docu- 
ments are microfilmed on the spot, whether it be in Greece, France, England, 
Denmark, Italy or the Netherlands. A list of them is published yearly in the 
annual report of the FNRS. 


(451 MICROFILMING EUROPEAN MANUSCRIPTS 


In 1953 a Liaison Committee on Microfilming Manuscript Catalogues was 
formed in the United States to facilitate the task of making available there 
microfilm copies of unpublished catalogues of manuscript collections in Europe. 
Filming of the catalogues was sponsored and financed by a number of different 
organizations. The microfilms resulting from these projects have been received 
by the Library of Congress. Restrictions imposed by the libraries of origin 
prohibit the copying and sale of these microfilms, but copies of all of them are 
available for consultation at the Library of Congress and may be borrowed 
on inter-library loan.

(452) VATICAN MANUSCRIPTS MICROFILMED 


One of the most extensive manuscript microfilming projects of recent years has 
been the work of the Knights of Columbus Foundation Vatican Manuscript 
Depository at St. Louis University (U.S.A.) (See Bulletin, vol. VIII, no. 1o, 
p. E 110, and vol. [X, no. 5-6, item 273). Approximately half a million feet 
of microfilm of the Manuscript Collection of the Vatican Library have already 
reached the Depository, and more film is being made. The progress of this 
project and a list of the codices copied are regularly announced in the Depo- 
sitory’s publication Manuscripta. The October number contains ‘A Partial 
List of Catalogues, Inventories and Indices, both printed and handwritten, 
on file in the . . . Depository’. The list is in two sections: the first is arranged 
by linguistic groups (Arabic, Armenian, Coptic, Ethiopian, Greek, Hebrew, 
Latin, Persian, Syrian and Turkish), and the second consists of catalogues on 
special subjects (astrology and mythology, English, French, German, history, 
hagiography, illuminated manuscripts, liturgy, music, Petrarch, Thomas 
Aquinas). Although copies of the microfilms of these catalogues or of the 
manuscripts themselves are not available for purchase or on inter-library loan 
from the Depository, accredited scholars may study them on the premises, 
and arrangements for purchase of copies may be made directly with the Vatican 
Photographic Laboratory. 


(453) U.S. PATENTS ON MICROCARDS 


The Microcard Foundation, Middletown, Connecticut (U.S.A.), which for 
the last three years has republished in microcard form the complete texts of 
United States chemical patents, has now enlarged this service to include all 
United States patents. The patents will be available in three series: I. Chemical 
patents ($0.27 a card); II. Electrical patents ($0.27 a card); III. All other 
patents ($0.26 a card); or in a complete set, i.e. all three series ($0.25 a card). 

Each series of these patents is published on the microcards in the order of 
their serial numbers. On an average the complete texts of about eight patents 

can be contained on each microcard. This means that all of each year’s 44,000 

patents will be condensed on about 5,500 microcards, at a very great saving 

in space.

This bibliography is part of the general ined amme of the International Com- 
mittee for Social Science Docume ntation, whose main task is to supply each 
social science discipline with the basic bibliographical instruments essential to 
it. It has been prepared by the Fondation Nationale des Sciences Politiques, 
Paris, with the assistance of the International Economic Association and 
the International Committee for Social Science Documentation, and contains 
over 7,000 titles of books, articles, etc., on economics published in 1952 in 
nearly 100 countries. The bibliography is arranged by subject, and entries 
are numbered consecutively throughout. The main headings of the classifi- 
cation, which are divided into a number of subheadings, are: general and 
foundations; economic history; economic life; financing of economic activity; 
production of goods (agricultural and industrial) ; communications and trans- 
portation; distribution, markets and prices; incomes and expenditure; in- 
ternational relations; and economic policy. There are author, subject and 
geographical indexes, and a list of about 460 periodicals with their abbreviations 
and places of publication.

The 
bulletin is arranged systematically according to the Universal Decimal Clas- 
sification and lists all publications received in the National Library by legal 
deposit, as well as articles in the most important periodical publications. At 
the end of the year a supplement will be published entitled Repertério das 
publicagées periédicas portuguesas.

The Waller collection, which was bequeathed to Uppsala University Library

The 
catalogue has been compiled, in English, by Hans Sallander, librarian of the 

University Library. The material is classified systematically and detailed data 

are given on number of pages, tvpe pages unnumbered or paginated in a special 

way, illustrations, etc. In volume I, containing some 10,800 items, the list of 
incunabula is followed by the main section, medicine, subdivided into veterina- 
ry medicine and dentistry. Volume II, with some 10,000 items, is divided into 
the following sections: natural sciences in general, chemistry (including alche- 
my), physics, botany, zoology, astronomy, other natural sciences; history of 
science in general, history of medicine, and history of natural sciences; bio- 
graphy; bibliography, with a subsection, literature on autographs; miscel- 
laneous; and a detailed general index to the two volumes.

The second volume, covering the alphabet from Beth to Zain, is illustrated 

with many full-page plates, maps, etc., and a large folded, coloured map 

showing the roads and relief features of the Holy Land.

Théodore d’Erlanger’s Atlas musical is concerned with music, the history of 
music and the great composers, from 1400 to the present day; it is being 
published under the auspices of the French National Commission for Unesco. 
The work is in the form of an album measuring 50 cm x 32.5 cm. It contains 
35 analytical tables in four colours (double-page plates, 50 x65 cm) and 51 
pages of text. 

Each table gives 15 to 20 names of the most eminent composers in all coun- 
tries, born before 1900. The whole 35 tables therefore show, in chronological 
order, about 700 composers, from Dunstable to Alan Bush. In the space allotted 
to each composer, his works are listed, followed by a symbol indicating in 
each case the kind of work and the year of its composition. The titles of works 
are given in the original language, so that the Musical Atlas can be used in all 
countries. The various kinds of music (chamber music, symphonies, vocal and 
lyric works) are shown in different colours. 

The text consists of the following articles: foreword, by René Dumesnil; 
outline of the evolution of music during the last five centuries; introduction, 
by Th. d’Erlanger; notes on the characteristics of each composer mentioned, 
specially written for the Atlas by eminent musicologists; lists of the abbrevia- 
tions and symbols used; alphabetical index of composers. 

The materials assembled for the preparation of this atlas have been carefully 
checked at the source by well-known specialists serving on the editorial board, 
composed of the most highly qualified experts from 15 countries. The price 
will be fixed according to the number of subscribers.

(483) ‘MONUMENTS DE LA MUSIQUE FRANCAISE 
AU TEMPS DE LA RENAISSANCE’ 


The eminent musicologist Henry Expert, who devoted himself to the revival 
of sixteenth century French music, died in 1952, leaving a considerable number 
of unpublished works, which he entrusted to his former colleague at the 
Chanterie de la Renaissance, Bernard Loth. At the latter’s instigation, the 
Association des Amis d’Henry Expert et de la Musique Francaise Ancienne 
was set up. Its aims include the promotion of the publication of these unpub- 
lished works, or at least of a selection of them considered essential to supple- 
ment the two series of volumes issued during Henry Expert’s lifetime: Les 
Maitres musiciens de la renaissance frangaise (23 volumes), and Les Monuments de la 
musigne francaise au temps de la renaissance (10 volumes). 
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The first five of the new volumes to be issued (Monuments de la musique frangatse 
au temps de la renaissance, 2nd series) are expected to comprise: volume XI: 
Paschal de I’ Estocart; 2nd volume of the Octonaires de la vanité et inconstance du 
monde; volume XII: Messe ‘Quem dicunt homines’, by Jean Mouton (Kyrie- 
Agnus Dei, Gloria, Credo, Sanctus, Benedictus, with motets by Claudin de 
Sermisy, Crispin van Stappen, Philibert Jambe de Fer, etc.); volume XIII: 
Jean Planson; Chansons & 4 voix mixtes; volumes XIV and XV: Guillaume Boni; 
Sonnets de Ronsard. 

The final preparation of these volumes has been entrusted to Jacques 
Chailley, Director of the Musicological Institute of the University of Paris. 
It is hoped that one or two volumes will be issued each year. The subscription 
rate will be about 3-4,000 francs a volume, according to the number of sub- 
scribers. The volumes in the first two series that are now out of print may 
also be reprinted if there is sufficient demand for them.

The fourth publication in the series of Unesco Bibliographical Handbooks consists 
of two reports on the development of bibliographical services for the period 
1951-53. These reports have been prepared on the basis of questionnaires 


sent to specialists in all countries and published on the recommendation of 


Unesco’s International Advisory Committee on Bibliography. 


The report for 1951-52 contains replies from 48 countries. The first part 
deals with the following topics in each country: bibliographical information 
centres, the national bibliography, union catalogues, current indexes to 
periodicals, training in bibliography, the work of national bibliographical 
planning groups, and a selection of the principal bibliographical publica- 
tions which appeared during the period covered. The second part of the report 
briefly surveys the existing national bibliographies and national union cata- 
logues in 34 countries. 


The first part of the report for 1952-53 gives information on the changes 
and improvements made during the period in 33 countries. The second part 
deals with bibliographical activities of 27 governmental and non-govern- 
mental organizations. Two analytical tables show the publications of each 
country which record national production (books, periodicals, theses, 
maps, etc.), and the work of each country in the publication of current inter- 
national specialized bibliographies. 

The Handbook contains a subject index, author and title index, and an 
index to the countries and international organizations mentioned. It is 
published in separate English and French editions and may be obtained from 
National Distributors of Unesco Publications in each country (see outside 
back cover of the Bulletin).

(484) BOOK PRODUCTION 
STATISTICS, 1950-54 


The summary table below, prepared by the Statistical Service of Unesco, brings up- 
to-date the previous table published in the Bulletin (vol. VI, no. 4, page B38). It gives, 
for 32 countries, the total number of titles produced in the latest year reported and, in 
most cases, the average annual production for several preceding years, as well as the 
percentage distribution by subject based on the UDC categories. 

The percentage is based on the number of titles of original editions when this number 
is available; otherwise it is based on the total number of titles. In the case of Morocco, 
this percentage by subject is based on statistics of the total number of titles, as the dis- 
tribution of the number of titles of original editions by UDC categories is not known. 

The difference between the sum of the percentages shown and 100 per cent is ac- 
counted for by the proportion of titles classified as ‘unspecified’; this applies to Aus- 
tralia, Brazil, China (Formosa), Morocco, Switzerland, Yugoslavia. 

The United Kingdom figures include publications of the Republic of Ireland, also 
books published outside the United Kingdom in the English language ‘if they are 
available and for sale through a sole agent in this country’.

(486) LATIN AMERICAN LIBRARIES 
PUBLICATION EXCHANGES 
During 1953-54 the Unesco Clearing 11 different 


House for Libraries completed two years 
of effort designed to help libraries in 
Latin American Member States to in- 
crease their exchanges of publications 
with libraries in Europe and Asia. Parti- 
cular emphasis was placed on the use 
made of duplicate materials, in Spanish 
as well as in other languages, and on 
scientific and technical periodical publi- 
cations. Thanks to the work of the United 
States Book Exchange, Washington, D.C., 
Latin American libraries have in recent 
years been able to receive a great deal of 
material through duplicate exchange. 
However, many have not extended their 
exchanges widely to institutions in certain 
parts of Europe, or in Asia. 

The Unesco scheme of circulating lists 
of duplicate offers, as well as lists of needs, 
has made it possible for 21 libraries in 
Argentina, Brazil, Chile, Mexico, Nica- 
ragua, Panama, Peru, Uruguay and Ve- 
nezuela to make contact with 215 libraries 
in Europe and Asia and carry out direct 
exchanges. A typical list of offers and 
needs were those received in October 
1954 by Unesco from the Instituto de 
Administracao of the University of Sao 
Paulo, Brazil. The Clearing House had 
these lists reproduced and circulated to 
some 75 libraries interested in social 
sciences in other Unesco Member States 
(except Brazil, where they had already 
been circulated by the Institute). 

As a result, the Instituto de Adminis- 
tracao was able to supply 17 libraries in 


countries with periodical 
numbers missing from their collections. 
The publications were distributed as 
follows: Germany: 574; India: 260; 
Poland: 28; Argentine Republic: 27; Uru-

2; Italy: 1. In some cases the benefiting 
libraries were able in exchange to offer 
material of interest to the Instituto de 
Administracgao. 

In this way, the Instituto de Adminis- 
trag4o made new contacts with foreign 
libraries which it hopes to maintain and 
develop. Several Latin American medical 
or public health libraries, such as the 
Escuela de Salubridad, Santiago de Chile, 
were able to get in touch with fifty or 
more foreign institutions wishing to re- 
ceive their publications in exchange. 

In 1955 and 1956 the Unesco Clearing 
House intends to decentralize as much as 
possible its functions of providing infor- 
mation and listing exchange possibilities. 
It has therefore asked the national ex- 
change centres which exist in more than 
18 countries in Latin America to help 
libraries in their own country which have 
duplicate material to offer to institutions 
abroad. In co-operation with the Organ- 
ization of American States, Unesco will 
also hold in 1956 a Latin American re- 
gional conference on exchanges of publi- 
cations. By such means it will seek to 
make ever wider the circle of exchanges 
between the libraries of Latin America 
and those abroad.

PUBLICATIONS 


Certain changes in Clearing House pro- 
cedures have been made so as to allow 
Unesco, to a greater extent than hitherto, 
to use its limited resources for direct aid 
to Member States. The Unesco Clearing 
House for Libraries has now transferred 
the main responsibility for supplying in- 
formation on international exchange pos- 
sibilities to libraries and _ institutions 
within the following countries in addition 
to those previously announced in the 
Bulletin: Brazil, Egypt, German Demo- 
cratic Republic, Iran, Israel, Mexico, 
Pakistan. 

From now on libraries in these coun- 
tries should address their inquiries on 
matters concerning international ex- 
changes directly to their own national 
exchange information services. Unesco, 
in the course of detailed discussions over 
several months with the heads of these 
national services, has been assured in 
every case that they are prepared to 
handle this extra load of work and to 
give information to inquirers on the pos- 
sibilities and practical execution of ex- 
changes for both new publications and 
duplicate material. 


In some cases these national centres 


will help in the circulation of offers of 


surplus publications for disposal by libra- 
ries.
